To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

We  submit  the  following  report  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  department  have  continued  to  maintain  high 
standards  of  performance  in  providing  fire  protection  to  our  citizens  and  their 
property.  Deserving  of  special  attention  is  the  emergency  work  performed  during 
last  year's  forest  fires,  particularly  in  Manchester,  Massachusetts,  and  the  protection 
of  adjoining  buildings  during  the  Ionic  Club  fire. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  a  special  Fire  House  Study  Committee  to  review  the 
Central  Fire  Station  situation.  As  a  result,  repairs  to  the  existing  building  will  be 
made  in  1958  to  maintain  it  for  its  present  or  other  future  town  use.  Another  re- 
commendation will  result  in  a  report  in  the  near  future,  relative  to  the  possibility 
of  constructing  needed  new  facilities  consistent  with  the  Town's  fiscal  situation. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Our  police  organization  has  continued  its  fine  work,  and  in  the  area  of  traffic 
safety,  received  during  the  year  another  annual  award  for  its  pedestrian  safety  record 
in  1956. 

Chief  Wall  and  his  department  also  performed  invaluable  service  in  assisting 
the  Citizens'  Traffic  Safety  Committee  and  the  Massachusetts  Safety  Council  in 
preparing  their  report  and  recommendations  referred  to  below. 

Continuing  the  practice  of  sending  men  to  the  State  Police  School  for  special 
training  and  courses,  Harold  J.  Keating,  who  graduated  May  2,  1957,  and  Joseph 
P.  Ryan,  who  graduated  October  30,  1957,  attended  this  year. 

TRAFFIC  AND  DRIVING  PROBLEMS 

The  special  attention  given  to  this  matter  during  the  past  two  years  by  the 
Selectmen  has  resulted  in  a  detailed  and  constructive  report  from  the  Massachusetts 
Safety  Council,  based  on  Police  Department  records  and  a  study  by  our  Citizens' 
Traffic  Safety  Committee. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  adopted  virtually  all  of  the  program  recommended,  and 
as  a  result,  Swampscott  has  been  commended  by  the  Safety  Council  as  the  Massachu- 
setts municipality  which  has  given  the  most  complete  cooperation  they  have  received 
in  this  vital  field.  Many  evidences  of  the  changes  to  be  made  will  be  visible  in  1958 
when  State  agencies  give  final  approval  of  the  new  regulations  and  physical  changes. 

As  a  result  of  a  tragic  bus  accident  during  the  year,  changes  relative  to  bus 
stops  and  procedures  have  been  effected  in  the  Monument  and  other  areas. 

There  will  be  an  article  in  the  1958  warrant,  calling  for  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  Traffic  Safety  Committee  to  give  the  Town  an  official  body  to  continue 
this  important  work. 

STREET  LIGHTING 
In  a  field  related  to  traffic  safety  and  the  protection  of  lives  and  property, 
the  Board  continued  its  improvement  of  the  Town's  street  lighting  system. 
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Burrill  Street  and  Humphrey  Street,  from  Lynn  to  Marblehead,  have  new  lights 
in  operation,  and  the  Board  has  authorized  work  on  the  replacement  of  lights  on 
Paradise  Road  with  modern  equipment. 

These  major  projects  are  over  and  above  the  lighting  of  new  streets  and  the 
correction  of  local  situations. 

As  an  indication  of  the  success  of  this  program,  an  article  appeared  in  the  local 
press  during  the  year,  complimenting  Swampscott  in  its  handling  of  its  street  lighting. 

STREETS  AND  SIDEWALKS 

As  a  basis  for  a  long  range  program  proposed  jointly  by  the  Boards  of  Selectmen 
and  Public  Works,  the  Public  Works  Department  is  preparing  a  list  of  all  streets  and 
sidewalks  to  be  arranged  in  order  of  priority  by  age,  use,  and  condition. 

It  is  proposed  to  put  all  streets  and  sidewalks  in  good  condition  according  to 
an  orderly  annual  program,  selecting  top  priority  streets  for  work  in  each  precinct 
each  year. 

If  followed,  this  approach  will  introduce  a  systematic  and  logical  basis  for 
future  street  and  sidewalk  work. 

GROUP  INSURANCE 

Following  a  review  of  the  general  insurance  setup,  coverages  have  been  main- 
tained consistent  with  present  replacement  values. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  our  Group  Insurance  program  and  sub- 
stantial dividends  have  been  received  as  a  result  of  an  excellent  record  among  our 
employees. 

Advisory  committees  have  been  maintained  to  assist  the  Selectmen  in  over- 
seeing these  programs. 

STUDIES  OF  REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 

In  its  continued  belief  that  the  tax  rate  calls  for  unrelenting  special  effort  and 
attention,  the  Selectmen  retained  the  two  committees  set  up  in  1956  to  study  the 
income  and  outgo  situations. 

The  Economy  Planning  Committee,  which  studied  government  operations  with 
a  view  to  possible  economies,  has  made  several  recommendations,  the  most  important 
of  which  called  for  a  professional  study  by  municipal  consultants  to  point  the  way 
for  increased  efficiency  and  cost  reductions  in  town  affairs.  An  article  in  the  1958 
warrant  embodies  this  recommendation. 

The  Tax  Revenue  Study  Committee,  seeking  means  of  improving  the  Town's 
income  picture,  has  offered  a  program  of  physical  and  fiscal  improvement  through 
a  surplus-deficit  community  resources  study,  cost  reducing  changes  in  the  subdivision 
regulations,  and  zoning  requirements,  which,  if  accepted,  should  go  a  long  way 
to  resolving  some  of  these  problems  in  the  years  ahead.  These,  too,  will  be  considered 
by  the  1958  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Studies  will  continue  meanwhile  to  be  sure  land  use  is  in  the  best  overall 
interest  of  the  town.  In  this  connection,  the  preservation  of  open  areas  for  future 
town  use  as  parks,  playgrounds,  school  sites,  etc.,  is  being  considered. 

We  trust  these  programs  will  warrant  favorable  consideration  at  the  town 
meeting  and  will  be  the  basis  for  an  improved  physical  and  financial  picture  in  the 
future. 
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COMMUTER  SERVICE 

The  Selectmen  also  continued  its  Boston  and  Maine  Study  Committee  in  the 
hope  that  we  could  effectively  register  our  protests  against  service  cuts  and  rate 
increases  with  the  consequent  inconveniences  to  our  communities.  This  committee's 
report  and  recommendations  were  endorsed  by  the  Attorney  General  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  Massachusetts  Senate  Minority  Leader.  Members  of  the  Board 
attended  hearings  on  these  matters  and  protests  were  put  in  the  record. 

GENERAL 

The  Board  represented  the  town  at  various  hearings  during  the  year  before 
various  state  agencies  and  elsewhere.  We  have  again  been  fortunate  in  having  near 
perfect  attendance  at  regular  meetings  for  the  routine  business. 

The  procedure  of  close  cooperation  with  neighboring  communities  in  matters 
of  mutual  concern  was  continued.  The  solution  of  vital  problems,  such  as  highways, 
waste  disposal,  etc.,  depends  in  large  part  on  an  extension  of  this  cooperative 
approach  between  municipalities. 

As  noted  above,  it  has  been  the  Board's  intention  to  continue  to  call  on  citizens 
to  participate  in  the  study  and  solution  of  our  common  problems.  All  the  public 
spirited  citizens  who  have  helped  us  and  our  town  by  serving  on  special  committees, 
contributing  to  the  cause  of  good  government,  deserve  our  public  thanks.  Their 
names  appear  elsewhere  in  the  report. 

Our  gratitude  goes  also  to  all  officials,  department  heads,  and  employees  of 
the  Town,  and  to  the  many  citizens,  all  of  whom  have  cooperated  with  us  during  the 
year.  This  assistance  and  cooperation  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  accomplish  what 
we  have. 

We  are  fortunate  and  proud  to  live  in  a  fine  town,  but  we  should  keep  in  mind 
the  common  goal  of  making  this  an  even  better  town  in  which  to  live  through 
continued  team  work,  cooperation,  and  broader  citizen  participation,  understanding, 
and  interest.

purpose  of  constructing,  equipping  and  furnishing  a  building  or  buildings 
thereon,  to  be  solely  used  and  maintained  as  a  Post  Office  and  for  postal 
purposes. 

3.  Authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary 
to  accomplish  said  purposes,  or  take  any  action  relative  to  the  subject 
matter.

It  is  assumed  that  there  will  be  an  equal  number  of  each  sex  in  any 
co-educational  school. 

Girls'  water  closets 

Elementary    1  to  30  girls 

Secondary    1  to  45  girls 

Boys'  water  closets 

Elementary   1  to  60  boys 

Secondary    1  to  90  boys 

Boys'  urinals    1  to  30  boys 

For  kindergartens  and  primary  rooms,  instead  of  the  ratio  above,  private 
facilities  with  direct  access  to  those  rooms  may  be  provided,  with  a  mini- 
mum ratio  of  one  per  30  pupils. 
Trough  urinals  are  prohibited. 

Lavatories  shall  be  installed  in  toilet  rooms  at  the  ratio  of  one  to  50  pupils. 
Additional  lavatories  may  be  installed  in  classrooms  but  shall  not  affect 
the  ratio  required  for  toilet  rooms. 

Additional  facilities  should  be  provided  for  teachers  and  employees.

Because  of  the  current  economic  maladjustment,  which  may  become  much  more 
severe,  it  is  difficult  to  properly  assess  projected  costs.  Despite  a  marked  decrease 
in  business  activity  prices  continue  high,  and  there  is  no  indication  that  there  will 
be  a  weakening  of  the  price  structure.  Consequently  all  budgets  are  based  iipon 
prevailing  prices,  and  in  some  instances  allowance  should  be  made  for  increasing 
costs,  such  as  telephone  service. 

The  financial  position  of  the  town  is  better  than  last  year  for  excise  tax  pay- 
ments were  materially  higher,  thus  providing  the  town  with  more  money  to  meet 
increased  costs,  and  added  services.  A  very  small  transfer  was  made  last  year  from 
the  E  &  D  fund,  thus  building  up  a  larger  fund  which  may  be  used  to  stabilize  the 
1958  tax  rate.  There  is  $204,000.00  in  this  account,  after  setting  aside  sufficient 
money  to  pay  for  the  school  land  taking. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  governmental  finance,  proponents  of  projects  which 
entail  the  expenditure  of  considerable  sums  of  money  find  it  difficult  to  take  an 
objective  position,  allowing  for  inescapable  repairs  and  replacements  of  existing 
services,  and  other  projects,  which  are  forcefully  supported  by  their  advocates.  Basic- 
ally, new  services  entail  added  expenses  and  higher  taxes.  If  it  is  insisted  that 
continual  expansion  be  undertaken,  the  unavoidable  corollary  is  increasing  taxes. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Section  61,  Chapter  41,  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  following  report  is  submitted.  It  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Accounts.  A  detailed  report  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1957,  is  available  in  this  office.

The  Board  of  Public  Works  herewith  submits  its  second  annual  report  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  year  1957.  This  report  constitutes  an 
entire  year  of  operation  of  the  six  service  divisions  consolidated  under  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  held  on 
Tuesday,  June  11,  1957  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  was  reappointed  for 
a  three  year  period  from  July  1,  1957  to  July  1,  I960. 

CEMETERY  DIVISION 

This  division  has  four  employees,  and  with  assistance  from  other  divisions 
especially  before  Memorial  Day,  the  cemetery  is  maintained  and  developed  properly. 
There  were  88  interments,  all  receipts  of  interments,  sale  of  lots,  liners  and 
foundations  were  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  One  hundred  bridal  wreath  shrubs 
were  set  out  on  the  new  section  of  the  cemetery,  continuing  this  type  of  hedge. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  intends  to  take  definite  measures  this  year  to 
increase  the  price  of  cemetery  lots  and  services  in  keeping  with  realistic  costs. 

For  1958  it  is  planned  to  remove  more  crushed  stone  from  the  roads  in  the 
cemetery  and  replace  with  bituminous  concrete,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $4,000.00, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  1958  Annual  Town  Meeting.  By  removing  the  loose 
crushed  stone  and  paving  the  roads  the  appearance  of  the  cemetery  is  improved  and 
the  maintenance  costs  are  reduced. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

Engineering  services  furnished  by  this  division  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1957  included  surveys,  computations,  record  plans,  cost  estimates,  assessment 
quantities,  designs  for  construction  projects,  assignment  of  house  numbers,  prepara- 
tion of  contracts  including  specifications  and  drawings,  descriptions  of  property  and 
easements,  and  the  furnishing  of  informations  and  engineering  data  to  private 
engineers,  surveyors,  attorneys  and  other  persons. 

The  Highway  Division  used  these  services  on  the  following  streets:  Humphrey 
Street,  The  Greenway,  Puritan  Road,  Pine  Hill  Road,  Stanley  Road,  Linden  Avenue, 
Swampscott  Avenue  and  Oakledge  Road. 

The  Town  Counsel  used  these  services  for  deed  descriptions  and  rough  staking 
of  land  on  Forest  Avenue  to  be  used  for  school  purposes. 

The  Police  Department  requested  service  for  an  accident  survey  on  Norfolk 
Avenue  and  a  Traffic  Survey  on  Andrew  Road,  Monument  Avenue  and  Thomas 
Road. 

The  Selectmen's  Department  required  our  service  in  making  street  acceptance 
plans  and  the  setting  of  stone  bounds  upon  the  Public  Ways  after  acceptance,  and 
the  carrying  out  of  the  continuous  sidewalk  program. 

The  Town  Clerk  required  the  service  of  the  division  to  make  maps  of  the  new 
zoning  changes  for  the  Attorney  General's  approval. 
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The  Water  Division  required  the  service  for  laying  of  water  mains  on  Sherwood 
Road,  Fisher  Avenue,  Sampson  Avenue  and  Nichols  Street. 

The  Assessors'  Department  required  the  service  of  the  division  as  real  estate 
transfers  and  land  development  plans  became  available.  Corrections  and  changes 
were  made  on  all  plans  of  the  Assessors'  Department. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

During  the  year  the  working  force  of  this  division  was  reduced,  the  table  of 
organization  shows  the  number  of  employees  assigned  to  each  division.  As  voted  by 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  various  streets  were  reconstructed  with  bituminous  con- 
crete, storm  drains  were  installed  and  approximately  four  miles  of  streets  were  seal 
coated  with  asphalt  and  pea  stone.  Under  the  continuous  sidewalk  program,  side- 
walks and  curbs  were  installed,  using  bituminous  curb  as  a  saving  to  the  Town 
and  taxpayer.  Under  general  maintenance  all  catch  basins  in  the  Town  were  cleaned, 
and  all  sidewalks,  i.e.,  sweeping,  patching,  plowing,  sanding,  grading,  beach  clean- 
ing, etc.,  were  carried  out  by  this  division. 

From  May  through  November,  every  Monday  and  Friday  morning,  the  street 
sweeper  was  in  operation  from  4:00  A.M.  to  12  Noon.  The  following  schedule  was 
used,  Blaney  Street,  Redington  Street  Hill,  Monument  Avenue,  Burrill  Street, 
New  Ocean  Street,  Railroad  Avenue,  Essex  Street,  Danvers  Road  Bridge,  Middlesex 
Avenue,  Stetson  Avenue  and  Humphrey  Street.  For  the  remainder  of  each  week  the 
residential  area  streets  were  cleaned.  A  remarkable  job  was  performed  this  fall  with 
the  new  leaf  loader  and  catch  basin  cleaner.  All  traffic  lines  and  signs  were  replaced 
by  this  division  for  the  Police  Department  at  a  saving  for  the  Town,  in  previous 
years  it  was  done  by  contract. 

PARK  DIVISION 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  parks,  playgrounds, 
planted  areas,  trees,  administration  building  grounds  and  beaches.  A  summer 
program  is  still  carried  on,  which  allows  for  additional  labor,  recreation,  and  beach 
supervision.  Forty-five  elms  were  taken  down  and  where  possible,  the  new  backhoe 
excavated  around  the  stump  to  allow  the  tree  truck  to  remove  the  stump.  Other 
stumps  were  cut  below  the  surface  by  means  of  pneumatic  tools.  The  residents  of 
Clarke  Road  requested  the  removal  of  certain  trees,  all  trees  were  properly  posted 
and  a  satisfactory  settlement  was  made.  Assistance  was  rendered  toward  the  land- 
scaping of  the  library  grounds.  The  job  was  not  finished  as  the  dry  weather  made  it 
inadvisable  to  transplant  well  established  plants.  The  garden  clubs  should  be 
commended  on  their  fine  work  toward  civic  betterment. 

Several  articles  have  appeared  in  publications  that  the  dutch  elm  is  being 
controlled  but  it  is  the  Park  Superintendent's  personal  opinion  that  this  statement  is 
open  to  debate  and  we  are  attempting  to  look  to  the  future  by  starting  new  trees, 
so  that  barren  streets  will  not  appear  in  this  Town.  The  Monument  Parkway,  as  far 
as  the  flagpole,  was  kept  green  and  that  off-sets  the  flower  beds.  The  new  trucks 
have  proven  a  fine  savings  in  time  and  ease  of  work,  good  equipment  is  bound  to 
be  a  morale  booster. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  27,  1956,  sewers 
were  voted  for  Sargent  Road,  Walnut  Road,  and  Commonwealth  Terrace.  Swamp- 
scott Avenue  and  The  Greenway  were  completed  in  1956.  The  vote  of  the  Town 
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Meeting  of  March  26,  1957  voted  sewers  for  Bay  View  Drive  and  Crest  Road. 
The  contract  for  Sargent  Road  and  Walnut  Road  has  been  awarded  to  Doerico  & 
Forth  Construction  Co.  and  work  will  start  in  January,  1958.  Plans  and  specifications 
for  the  Bay  View  Drive  sewer  should  be  completed  by  February,  1958  with  con- 
struction starting  by  March,  1958.  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  October  27,  1957,  plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for  the 
construction  of  a  diversion  chamber  off  New  Ocean  Street  to  alleviate  the  pollution 
in  Stacey  Brook  Culvert.  The  condition  on  King's  Beach  will  necessitate  the  con- 
tinuing operation  of  the  chlorinator  until  further  investigations  are  completed  to 
determine  all  sources  of  pollution,  this  investigation  may  require  an  additional 


diversion  chamber  at  another  location.

(f  )     Sewage  Pumpings  for  1957    420,000,000  Gallons 

(g)     Sewer  lines  excavated  and  repaired   8 


During  excessive  rain  storms,  twenty-four  hour  surveillance  must  be  maintained 
at  the  Pumping  Station  to  attend  to  the  equipment,  and  standby  service  is  in  order 
during  weekends,  nights,  and  holidays. 

WATER  DIVISION 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  in  anticipation  of  road  construction  all  necessary 
services  were  relaid  from  the  main  to  the  sidewalk  in  the  following  streets:  Hum- 
phrey from  a  point  near  the  Fish  House  to  Pleasant,  Puritan  Road  from  a  point  near 
the  Fish  House  to  the  southeasterly  entrance  to  Orient  Court. 

Service  boxes  and  gates  boxes  were  located,  raised  and  painted  in  preparation 
for  street  and  sidewalk  work  in  Humphrey  Street,  Puritan  Road,  Stanley  Road, 
Linden  Avenue,  Curry  Circle,  Swampscott  Avenue,  Oakledge  Road,  The  Greenway, 
Pine  Hill  Road. 

Sixty  new  services  were  installed,  13  services  renewed  completely,  31  services 
renewed  from  main  to  sidewalk,  5  services  renewed  from  sidewalk  to  meter,  50 
service  leaks  repaired,  29  services  cleaned  out,  and  5  services  thawed  out,  4  breaks 
in  mains,  7  hydrants  repaired. 

Twenty-three  obsolete  meters  replaced  with  new  ones,  40  meters  cleaned,  tested 
and  repaired,  70  meter  leaks  were  repaired  in  the  field,  270  meters  turned  on, 
170  meters  turned  off,  55  new  meters  installed. 

Hydrants  were  installed  in  Fairview  Avenue  (1),  Fisher  Avenue  (1),  Ross 
Road  (1),  Sampson  Avenue  (2),  Nichols  Street  (2). 

Because  of  the  street  sweeping,  sewer  and  brook  cleaning  and  road  construction 
work  of  this  year  the  hydrants  were  used  more,  thus  requiring  more  periodic  and 
careful  checking. 

All  hydrants  were  flushed,  checked  and  winterized. 

Assistance  was  given  in  the  plowing  of  snow,  snow  removal  and  cleaning  of 
catch  basins.  All  excavations  have  been  brought  to  grade  and  tar  patched.  This  year 
the  majority  of  trench  tar  patching  has  been  done  by  the  Highway  Division. 
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A  case  320  Tractor  with  Backhoe  and  Shovel  Loader  attachments  was  purchased 
by  this  Division.  This  piece  of  equipment  started  paying  for  itself  from  the  date 
of  delivery.  It  has  been  used  for  work  in  all  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment and  is  in  constant  demand. 

Equipment  of  this  division  has  been  used  to  advantage  in  other  divisions  to 
expedite  the  work  program. 

A  10'  x  11'  opening  was  made  and  an  overhead  door  installed  in  one  of  our 
garage  buildings  to  enable  us  to  garage  the  new  piece  of  equipment. 

A  500  gallon  underground  gasoline  tank  and  an  electric  gasoline  pump  was 
replaced  at  our  plant  at  8  Pine  Street. 

Our  Work  Shop  and  buildings  at  8  Pine  Street  were  given  a  new  coat  of  paint.

It  is  with  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  E.  Kehoe, 
an  employee  of  the  Park  Division  and  Mr.  James  Donlon,  a  retired  employee  of  the 
Highway  Division. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  26,  1957 
the  following  Public  Works  projects  were  accomplished: 

Article  12.  Curb  and  Sidewalk  —  Swampscott  Avenue,  Oakledge  Road;  Curb  — 
Pine  Hill  Road,  Stanley  Road,  Bradlee  Avenue;  Sidewalks  —  Shelton  Road, 
Puritan  Road. 

Article  14.  Stanley  Road  partially  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete  (from 
Salem  Street  to  Linden  Avenue)  the  remainder  of  Stanley  Road  to  be  completed 
in  1958. 

Article  16.    Oakledge  Road  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete. 

Article  30,  31  and  33.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  employed  the  nan  of 
Fay,  Spoffard  &  Thorndike,  consulting  engineers,  Boston,  to  prepare  the 
necessary  forms  and  estimates  for  presentation  to  Federal  Government  for 
advance  planning  funds  for  the  drainage  and  sewers  for  Little's  Point  area. 

Article  36.    The  Cemetery  Chapel  was  painted  both  exterior  and  interior. 

Article  37.  Repairs  were  made  on  Sargent  Road,  Walnut  Road,  Forest  Avenue, 
Priscilla  Road,  Millett  Road  Extension. 

Article  49.    Pine  Hill  Road  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete. 
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Article  35.  The  sum  of  $5,000.00  was  transferred  from  the  amount  received  by  the 
Town  from  the  State  under  Chapter  718  and  Humphrey  Street  was  recon- 
structed from  the  Fish  House  to  Pleasant  Street,  new  sidewalks  were  also* 
installed,  this  work  was  done  by  Town  employees  under  Chapter  90,  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $17,000.00  as  compared  to  the  State  estimate  of  $25,000.00. 
In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1956  the 

following  Public  Works  projects  were  accomplished: 

Swampscott  Avenue  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete. 
The  Greenway  reconstructed  with  bituminous  concrete. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  an  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  the  vote  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  the  Water  Division  extended  the  water  mains  on  Sampson 
Avenue,  Fisher  Avenue  and  Nichols  Street. 

The  following  Public  Works  projects  were  completed:  extended  6"  water  main 
in  Fairview  Avenue,  The  Greenway,  Ross  Road,  Sherwood  Road,  and  Ingraham 
Terrace. 

Replaced  rotted  planks  at  Phillips  Park  bleachers,  redecorated  the  interior 
of  the  Field  House,  the  interior  of  the  Sewer  Pumping  Station,  new  oil  tank  installed 
at  Field  House,  three  additional  urinals  installed  in  Field  House. 

Storm  drains  installed  on  Oakledge  Road,  The  Greenway,  and  Pine  Hill  Road. 
Road  extended  at  Millett  Road  to  Aspen  Road. 

New  trees  were  planted  on  Pine  Hill  Road,  Linden  Avenue,  Young  Avenue, 
Dale  Street,  Franklin  Avenue,  Huron  Street,  Nason  Road,  Beach  Bluff  Avenue, 
Shepard  Avenue,  Puritan  Park,  Blodgett  Avenue,  Atlantic  Avenue,  Atlantic  Road 
and  Swampscott  Avenue.  The  following  tree  species  were  used:  sugar  maple, 
crimson  king  maple,  schedleri  maple  and  modesto  ash. 

New  oil  burner  installed  at  the  Cemetery  Chapel,  which  is  a  protection  to 
the  building  and  to  the  newly  painted  interior.  The  following  avenues  and  paths 
in  the  Swampscott  Cemetery  were  constructed  with  bituminous  concrete:  Summit 
Avenue,  Hackmatack  Avenue,  Oak  Avenue,  Beach  Avenue,  Cypress  Patch,  Poppy 
Avenue,  Magnolia  Avenue,  Columbine  Avenue,  and  Hollyhock  Avenue. 

During  the  year  the  standardization  of  wages  of  all  craftsmen,  foremen,  and 
a  new  classification  of  motor  equipment  operators  (MEO)  was  put  into  operation. 
The  new  equipment  was  put  to  test  during  the  past  year  and  has  proven  its  worth, 
all  repairs  are  being  accomplished  in  the  Public  Works  Garage  which  is  temporarily 
housed  at  the  Highway  Division  on  Paradise  Road. 

The  remainder  of  the  articles  voted  in  the  1957  Town  Meeting  will  be  com- 
pleted early  in  1958. 

Humphrey  Street  will  be  completed  in  May,  1958  under  Chapter  90  and  a 
section  of  Puritan  Road  will  also  be  included  under  Chapter  90,  subject  to  approval 
by  Town  Meeting.  This  department  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  importance  of 
establishing  a  Stabilization  Fund  to  replace  worn  out  equipment  at  a  minimum 
expense  to  the  Town. 

Major  projects  planned  for  1958,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Town  Meeting,. 

are: 

1.  Chapter  90  —  To  resurface  Humphrey  Street  from  Pleasant  Street  to  junction  of 
Humphrey  Street  and  Puritan  Road  and  from  said  junction  down  Puritan  Road 
to  Gale  Road. 
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2.  Chapter  718  —  To  resurface  Puritan  Road  from  Orient  Court  to  Gale  Road. 

3.  Sidewalk  Replacement  Program  —  to  repair  and  replace  approximately  $20,000. 

worth  of  over-aged  public  sidewalks. 

4.  1000  Bleacher  Seats  —  for  Blocksidge  Field. 

5.  Survey  of  Water  Distribution  System. 

Particular  Sewers  —  Over  the  years  to  present  day  the  Town  has  been  rendering 
a  courtesy  service  —  free  of  charge,  —  of  relieving  all  stoppages  in  particular  sewer 
lines,  from  main  to  cellars. 

At  the  present  time  the  sewer  division,  three  men,  is  spending  approximately 
60(/c-70f/c  ot  its  time  on  stoppages.  In  checking  with  surrounding  communities  we 
find  that  we  are  the  only  Town  that  furnishes  such  a  service. 

This  department  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  residents,  especially  those  with 
"Disposals",  are  abusing  the  privilege  by  repeated  calls  on  this  department  to 
remove  grease  and  sludge  caused  by  lack  of  grease  traps. 

In  order  to  control  this  service  the  department  is  inserting  an  article  in  the 
1958  Annual  Town  Meeting  requesting  funds  for  a  Sewer  Rodding  Machine. 

The  following  is  a  Table  of  Organization  of  the  Public  Works  Department, 
and  the  list  of  all  equipment  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  wishes  to  extend  their  thanks  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Economy  Planning  Committee,  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott,  the  supervisors  and  per- 
sonnel of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  given  to 
the  department  in  making  the  second  year  under  Public  Works  a  success.

Town  Counsel

During  the  period  January  1  through  April  10,  1957,  former  Town  Counsel, 
Lester  B.  Morley  handled  all  matters  relating  to  preparation  of  the  Annual  Town 
Warrant,  and  the  routine  and  other  special  duties  of  the  office,  specific  detail  of 
which  is  not  available  to  me  at  this  time. 

During  the  balance  of  the  year,  April  11,  1957,  to  date,  I  have  attended  all 
regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  well  as  Board  of  Public 
Works,  Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Assessors,  and  on  ocdasion, 
Board  of  Appeals  and  other  departments.  On  all  matters  requiring  legal  assistance 
pertaining  to  function  and  conduct  of  the  Boards,  advice  and  legal  opinions  have 
been  submitted. 

I  have  met,  conferred  and  assisted  the  various  Committees  established  by  the 
Town  Meeting  and  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  I  have  prepared  various  contracts 
for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Public  Works  Department,  and  attended  to 
execution  of  all  agreements  which  require  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

During  my  tenure  of  office  in  1957,  it  was  necessary  to  prepare  the  Warrants 
for  Special  Town  Meetings  of  May  21,  September  29,  and  December  3,  (Adjourned 
and  Special  Town  Meeting),  including  preparation  of  the  necessary  votes  in  con- 
nection therewith. 
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Actual  litigation  during  the  year  was  as  follows: 

The  first  involved  the  trial  of  land  damage  cases  as  the  result  of  the  taking  of 
the  Whitney  Estate  for  the  school  site.  This  involved  several  days  of  trial  and 
resulted  in  an  award  and  execution,  which  includes  interest  from  the  date  of 
petition  together  with  court  costs,  of  $41,604.72.  Added  to  this  amount  was  a 
charge  of  $427.54,  representing  fees  charged  by  the  deputy  sheriff  to  whom  the 
execution  was  presented  for  demand  against  the  Town. 

The  second  involved  a  Bill  in  Equity  brought  in  Essex  Superior  Court  against 
the  Planning  Board  and  Town  Clerk  appealing  the  decision  of  the  Planning  Board 
relative  to  its  approval  of  sub-division  of  property  off  Atlantic  Avenue  near  Palmer 
Avenue.  Several  days  of  trial  were  involved  in  defense  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
Town  Clerk,  and  subsequent  decision  was  rendered  sustaining  the  action  of  the 
Planning  Board. 

The  third  action  involved  a  tort  action  brought  against  the  operator  of  the  fire 
engine  ladder  truck  in  1955  for  personal  injuries  and  damage  caused  as  the  result 
of  going  through  a  red  light  and  causing  a  collision  at  an  intersection  while  re- 
turning to  the  station  in  a  non-emergency  situation.  This  action  resulted  in  the 
finding  for  the  plaintiff,  and  cost  the  Town  on  an  execution,  $1768.00,  including 
costs. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  claim  was  settled  for  $300.00 
for  serious  personal  injuries  resulting  from  an  alleged  defect  in  the  way.  There  was 
some  question  of  liability,  and  the  actual  settlement  amounted  to  a  reimbursement 
to  the  claimant  of  actual  losses  for  medical  expenses  and  property  damage. 

There  have  been  several  recent  claims  for  injuries  resulting  from  alleged  defects 
in  way.  There  are  many  cases  now  pending  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  against 
the  Town,  There  is  one  case  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  land  damages  as 
the  result  of  the  taking  of  Forest  Avenue  in  February  1957. 

There  was  a  very  serious  situation  developed  relative  to  collection  of  trash  and 
garbage,  which  required  me  to  cause  to  cancel  the  contracts  with  the  contractor. 
Further  complications  developed  requiring  the  Town  to  find  a  temporary  dumping 
site  within  the  town.  Subsequently,  separate  agreements  have  been  prepared  and 
executed  through  this  office  with  the  trash  collector,  the  garbage  collector,  and  the 
owner  of  the  dumping  site  in  Lynn. 

There  is  pending  in  this  office  innumerable  requests  for  advice  and  rulings 
to  the  different  departments  and  the  committees  performing  work  in  connection 
with  the  school  building  problem,  the  fire  station  study  committee,  new  fire  station 
committee,  and  the  wage  and  job  classification  study  committee. 

The  controversy  which  developed  following  action  taken  by  the  Town  Meetings 
resulted  in  the  present  law  suit  brought  by  the  architect  on  the  proposed  high  school. 
Reports  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  townspeople  on  the  status  of  this 
matter  which  involves  in  excess  of  a  $100,000  claim. 

The  work  load  in  this  office  seems  to  be  on  the  increase,  due  in  large  part 
perhaps  to  an  expansion  of  services  rendered  the  Town  and  increase  in  population.

Problems  and  concepts  in  the  field  of  Public  Health  have  undergone  substantial 
changes  during  the  past  fifty  years,  and  these  changes  are  reflected  in  our  major 
causes  of  death  and  reported  communicable  diseases.  The  trend  has  shifted  from 
infectious  diseases  to  organic  diseases  a  factor  which  is  causing  an  increase  in  our 
life  span. 

This  year  Swampscott  deaths  totaled  120  resulting  in  a  crude  death  rate  of  9.2 
per  thousand  and  an  average  life  expectancy  of  64.7  years  at  birth.  Of  these  deaths 
72  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  15  were  caused  by  cancer 
and  9  from  pneumonia.

It  was  pleasing  to  note  there  were  no  case  fatalities  among  these  diseases, 
asc  no  cases  of  polio  were  reported  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  and  on  a  state 
^(ide  basis  100  cases  were  reported  in  1956  and  25  in  1957.  It  is  felt  that  this 
spectacular  downward  trend  is  due  to  the  successful  immunization  program  and  rapid 
rate  of  inoculation.  An  interesting  comparison  between  Polio  and  Diphetheria  is  that 
afte:  diphtheria  immunization  became  available  12  years  was  required  to  immunize 
same  proportion  of  the  population  which  has  now  been  inoculated  with  salk  vaccine. 
A  major  factor  contributing  to  the  rapid  public  acceptance  of  polio  immunization 
is  due  to  the  splendid  health  education  program  sponsored  by  the  National  Founda- 
tion for  Infantile  Paralysis,  however,  now  that  the  major  portion  of  this  program 
is  over,  a  review  of  our  records  indicates  the  young  adult  group  has  a  rather  small 
number  of  immunized  persons,  and  we  feel  every  effort  should  be  made  to  increase 
this  number. 

Tuberculosis  continues  at  a  low  level  and  our  control  program  is  largely  one  of 
case  finding.  This  year  a  community  chest  X-ray  survey  was  carried  on  during  the 
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week  of  April  4th  and  1245  persons  were  X-rayed,  with  the  result  of  one  active 
case  being  discovered  and  hospitalized.  Also  a  Tuberculin  Patch  testing  program 
was  carried  on  in  the  1st,  4th,  7th,  9th  and  11th  school  grades.  This  patch  testing 
program  is  being  used  as  a  screening  technique  to  reduce  the  number  of  X-rays 
required  in  children  and  thereby  reduce  the  hazard  of  radiation. 

A  total  of  189  Births  were  reported  for  the  year  but  this  number  may  increase 
slightly  due  to  late  returns  from  surrounding  communities.  No  still  births  occurred. 
However,  we  had  8  premature  births  and  four  of  these  infants  died  within  a  few 
hours.  This  number  of  deaths  from  prematurity  is  rather  high  but  deviations  from 
the  normal  ratio  are  not  too  unusual  when  a  small  number  of  cases  is  involved. 

The  high  incidence  of  Dental  Defects  in  our  school  children  is  still  one  of  the 
department's  outstanding  problems.  Dental  inspections  are  being  made  in  the 
schools  for  kindergarten  through  the  sixth  grades  twice  a  year  and  notices  are  sent 
to  parents  of  children  with  defects  in  the  hope  that  these  parents  will  cooperate; 
many  do,  but  there  remains  much  to  be  done  especially  in  the  dietary  aspect  of  the 
problem. 

Plumbing  permits  issued  this  year  totaled  497  a  decrease  of  33  from  last  year. 
This  decrease  corresponds  to  a  reduction  in  new  building  and  home  remodeling. 

At  the  annual  Rabies  Clinic  held  in  September  246  dogs  were  inoculated  out 
of  657  dogs  licensed. 

Our  Mosquito  and  Noxious  Weed  program  was  much  more  extensive  and 
effective  this  year  as  we  were  able  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  full  time  man  and  truck 
for  the  whole  spraying  season. 

The  Pollution  Problem  of  Stacey  Brook  and  King's  Beach  continued  to  interfere 
with  the  bathing  season  again  this  year.  Chlorination  of  the  brook  was  found  to  be 
inadequate  as  a  sole  means  of  controlling  pollution.  Consequently  a  strip  of  beach 
150  feet  on  each  side  of  the  brook  was  closed  to  bathers.  As  a  result  of  this  closing, 
the  M.D.C.  erected  a  steel  bar  gate  at  the  mouth  of  the  brook  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  seaweed  washed  into  the  brook  culvert  and  prevent  the  culvert  from  being  used 
as  a  Comfort  Station.  Also,  our  Public  Works  department  is  planning  to  install  a 
diversion  valve  in  one  of  its  highly  contaminated  drains  to  divert  the  drain  into  the 
sewer  during  the  bathing  season.  By  employing  these  measures  it  is  hoped  that 
bathing  restrictions  may  be  removed  from  the  beach. 

The  Town  was  faced  with  a  Rubbish  and  Garbage  disposal  problem  in 
November  when  the  refuse  contract  was  cancelled  from  breach  of  terms  and  the 
Board  of  Health  was  forced  to  hire  two  new  contractors,  who  were  the  successful 
bidders  for  the  1958  contracts.  Service  was  quickly  restored  to  normal,  however 
difficulties  developed  at  the  dump  site  and  all  dumping  was  closed  for  Swampscott 
rubbish.  This  situation  forced  us  to  establish  an  emergency  dump  in  town  until  a 
permanent  solution  to  the  problem  is  achieved. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  many  other  departments  and 
persons  for  their  kind  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year  especially  in 
connection  with  the  refuse  disposal  problem,  polio  and  all  immunization  programs.

The  home  is  the  basic  unit  of  the  community;  and  the  basic  unit  on  which 
defense  of  the  home  front  must  be  built.  Whether  you  are  a  house  wife,  secretary, 
business  executive,  or  nurse,  Civil  Defense  looks  to  you,  to  take  an  active  role  in 
protecting  your  home.  No  one  else  can  do  that  job  for  you. 

Your  first  duty  in  Civil  Defense  is  to  act  at  once  to  educate  your  family  in 
self-protection  against  modern  weapons,  and  to  make  your  home  safe  as  possible 
against  the  dangers  of  enemy  attack. 

Your  second  duty  is  to  participate  in  your  community  Civil  Defense  organiza- 
tion. Community  civil  defense  can  be  effective  only  if  the  families  of  the  community 
are  solidly  behind  it  and  willing  to  give  time  and  effort  to  make  it  work. 

There  is  another  value  in  Civil  defense  which  is  becoming  more  apparent  by 
the  day,  that  is  its  peace  time  use  in  Natural  Disasters.  There  have  been  many  recent 
instances  where  the  organization  and  training  for  Civil  Defense  have  paid  great 
dividends  in  meeting  peace  time  disasters.  The  training  that  one  gets  in  Civil 
Defense  is  useful  in  saving  lives  for  either  National  or  Natural  disasters. 

A  few  simple  steps  for  family  Civil  Defense  are  as  follows: 

1.  Know  your  air-raid  alert  signals  and  what  to  do  when  they  sound. 

2.  Have  at  least  one  member  of  your  family  take  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid 
Course. 

3.  Prepare  a  room  or  area  in  your  cellar  that  will  afford  you  the  most  protection. 

4.  Have  at  least  four  (4)  days  supplies  of  canned  goods  and  water  stored  for 
each  member  of  your  family. 

5.  Have  a  Planned  Civil  Defense  action  with  your  family  so  they  will  know 
what  to  do  in  case  of  any  emergencies  that  might  happen. 

I  should  like  to  say  that  through  the  efforts  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Robert  J. 
O'Neil  and  all  the  Town  Officials  that  our  Civil  Defense  Program  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  My  very  sincere  appreciation  goes  to  the  men  and  women  of  the  town 
who  are  Volunteers  in  Civil  Defense.  Their  services  to  the  town  and  its  people  are 
invaluable.

A  detailed  description  of  the  work  of  Swampscott's  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  is  contained  in  my  annual  report. 

"Protector  of  the  Public  Pocketbook"  is  a  good  description  of  Swampscott's 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  He  is  one  Town  Official  whose  work  is  devoted 
in  its  entirety  to  saving  the  taxpayers  money. 

The  Sealer  plays  a  vital  role  in  your  everyday  existence.  Every  time  you  shop 
for  food,  fill  your  car's  gas  tank,  order  coal  or  oil,  have  a  prescription  filled  or  pick 
up  a  quart  of  milk  —  -  the  Town  Sealer  makes  sure  you  get  what  you  ask  for. 
It  is  my  responsibility  to  inspect  and  test  for  accuracy  all  weighing  and  measuring 
devices  commercially  used  within  the  town ;  I  also  make  certain  that  all  prepackaged 
items  carry  the  correct  markings  as  to  amount  of  contents.  Scales  and  measuring 
devices  are  either  approved  and  sealed,  or  disapproved  and  tagged  as  condemned. 
Commercial  use  of  an  unsealed  or  condemned  device  is  a  criminal  offense  and  a 
merchant  using  such  is  liable  to  prosecution.

During  the  year  1957  our  case  load  showed  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year. 
However  our  total  expenditures  for  assistance  increased  from  SI 59,620.35  in  1956 
to  $165,252.77  in  1957,  an  increase  of  $5,632.42. 

In  order  to  obtain  maximum  Federal  reimbursement  it  was  necessary  on  July  1, 
1957  to  abandon  our  system  of  vendor  payments  for  medical  care  and  make  indivi- 
dual direct  payments  to  recipients  for  most  items  of  medical  care,  with  the  exception 
of  hospitalization.  This  change  is  causing  great  inconvenience  to  the  recipients  and 
has  added  considerably  to  the  amount  of  clerical  and  statistical  work  required  to 
carry  out  the  new  regulations. 

On  September  1,  1957  all  budgets  were  increased  by  5.7%  to  cover  the  rise  in 
the  cost  of  living  from  the  time  of  the  last  adjustment  on  July  1,  1952.  The  State 
Standard  Budgets  were  established  in  1948  and  at  the  present  time  carry  an  adjust- 
ment of  25.7%  to  cover  the  cost  of  living  increase.  On  September  15th  nursing 
home  rates  were  increased  from  $5.  to  $5.75  per  day  and  the  allowance  for  fuel 
for  home  heating  and  lighting  was  increased  from  $14.65  to  $23.  monthly. 
On  November  1,  1957  the  exemptions  of  children  of  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients 
were  increased  substantially,  reducing  or  eliminating  many  of  the  contributions  being 
made  by  children. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Swampscott  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  who  made  323  visits  during  1957  to  recipients  of  public  assistance, 
and  to  Chief  Francis  P.  Wall  and  members  of  his  department  for  their  prompt 
and  considerate  service  in  moving  recipients  to  and  from  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes.

The  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  follows. 

Two  regular  meetings  of  the  Trustees  were  held  at  the  New  Ocean  House,  on 
the  invitation  of  Colonel  Clement  Kennedy.  At  the  annual  meeting,  Ernest  Manchin 
was  elected  chairman  and  Philip  H.  Stafford  was  elected  secretary  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  seventh  annual  scholarship,  in  the  amount  of  $300.00,  was  awarded  to 
Thomas  J.  Cahill  Jr.,  who  enrolled  at  University  of  Massachusetts. 

In  November  1956  the  Fund  acquired  24  shares  of  the  Loomis-Sayles  Mutual 
Fund,  Inc.  The  Department  of  Corporation  and  Taxation  ruled  that  the  stock  was 
not  legal  investment  for  this  Memorial  Fund  and  it  was  necessary  to  dispose  of  the 
stock.  This  was  done  in  July  1957  at  a  net  gain  of  $48.24. 

Two  contributions  were  received  during  the  year,  one  in  the  amount  of  $25.00 
and  the  other  in  the  amount  of  $2.00.

The  Board  has  been  very  busy  this  year  with  regard  to  sub-divisions  changes  in 
plot  plans,  streets,  rezoning  and  general  advice  to  owners  regarding  use  of  property 
and  application  of  Zoning  By-Laws  thereto. 
The  Board  held  twenty  meetings  at  which 

29  plot  plans  were  signed  "Approval  under  sub-division  control  Law  not 
required" 

2  plot  plans  were  returned  to  owners  for  revision 

2  preliminary  plans  of  sub-divisions  were  discussed  with  developers 

2  public  hearings  were  held  regarding  sub-divisions 
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2  sub-division  plans  were  approved 

1  sub-division  was  held  up  by  an  abutter's  suit  which  was  tried  in 
Superior  Court  and  is  now  awaiting  the  judge's  decision 

2  public  hearings  were  held  regarding  five  rezoning  requests. 
Members  of  the  Board  attended  seven  hearings  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  and 

expressed  their  views  on  the  subjects  under  discussion.  Members  attended  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  State  Federation  of  Planning  Boards  and  two  meetings  of 
Region  5 A. 

The  Board  had  two  meetings  with  the  Selectmen  at  one  of  which  John  F.  Milo 
was  elected  to  fill  out  the  term  of  Gordon  L.  Brown  until  town  meeting.  The  Board 
with  the  Town  Engineer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reviewed  seven  articles  in  the 
warrant  asking  for  street  acceptances. 

The  Board  made  recommendations  on  these  seven  and  on  six  other  articles  to 
the  annual  town  meeting.  The  Zoning  By-Laws  were  reprinted.  The  zoning  maps 
are  in  the  process  of  being  brought  up  to  date. 

Five  matters  have  had  to  be  referred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  opinion  on  the 
law  applying  to  some  actions  of  the  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  appreciates  the  co-operation  it  has  received  from  other 
town  departments  and  Boards. 


Fire  Department 

Walter  M.  Champion,  Jr.,  Chief 
To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

During  the  past  year  the  fire  department  answered  630  Calls.  This  has  been 
one  of  the  busiest  years  in  the  history  of  the  department.  During  the  May  forest  fire 
emergency  this  department  assisted  the  Towns  of  Manchester  and  Saugus  in 
extinguishing  serious  forest  fires. 

APPARATUS 

Our  Ladder  Truck  which  is  twelve  years  old,  was  completely  overhauled  this 
year  so  should  give  us  good  service  for  a  few  years  to  come.  Our  Engine  #3  which 
is  now  sixteen  years  old,  needs  extensive  repairs  to  its  pump.  The  money  necessary  to 
accomplish  this  is  included  in  our  next  year's  budget.  All  other  apparatus  is  in  good 
repair. 

BUILDINGS 

The  fire  station  at  Phillips  Beach  is  in  reasonably  good  condition.  It  is  a  credit 
to  the  men  connected  to  this  station  for  their  cooperation  in  accomplishing  most  of 
the  work  that  was  done  during  the  year. 

As  you  are  aware,  our  Central  Fire  Station  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  station. 
All  committees  appointed  to  investigate  this  building  have  come  to  this  same 
conclusion. 

PERSONNEL 

Our  department  is  presently  undermanned  according  to  all  standards.  There 
has  been  no  increase  in  personnel  in  our  department  for  many  years.  Although  we 
have  three  engines  we  do  not  have  sufficient  men  on  duty  to  operate  them. 

DRILLS 

Fire  drills  have  been  held  in  all  our  schools  during  the  year.  Our  inspection 
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program  was  continued  through  the  year  and  all  buildings  permitted  by  law  were 
inspected.  Inspections  of  private  dwellings  are  invited.  All  that  is  necessary  is  a 


call  to  the  Fire  Station  and  an  inspector  will  be  dispatched.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

School  programs  thrive  only  as  the  horizons  of  their  planning  allow.  Our  most 
critical  educational  problems  in  1957  resulted  from  a  series  of  defeats  in  the  recent 
past  of  our  best  plans  for  the  immediate  present. 

Specifically,  in  1957  we  did  not  have  room  for  pupils  or  their  programs. 
Five  grades  had  to  double  up  on  full  platoons  and  high  school  freshmen,  deprived 
of  homerooms  and  a  complete  schedule  of  activities,  went  on  a  partial,  or  over- 
lapping, platoon  that  was  fully  satisfactory  to  nobody.  Space  restrictions  have 
strait- jacketed  our  two  secondary  schools  and  the  effect  has  penetrated  to  every 
single  grade  level  in  the  system. 

To  end  eventually  this  strangulation,  we  must  plan  broadly  for  the  years  directly 
ahead.  We  must  start  at  once  an  evaluation  study  of  our  secondary  curriculum, 
deciding  what  courses  we  must  add,  drop  or  modify  to  meet  new  demands  in  a 
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new  era.  We  must  make  decisions  as  to  time  and  attention  to  be  given  respectively 
to  science,  the  humanities  and  purely  vocational  training.  And  we  must  avoid  any 
and  all  delay  in  getting  up  and  in  use  the  school  buildings  which  will  permit  the 
best  teaching  of  the  most  vital  kind  of  curriculum. 

It  is  our  hope  that  interested  community  groups  will  share  with  us  in  our  plans. 
We  shall  welcome  their  cooperation  as  we  examine  and  think  through  the  use  of 
television  to  strengthen  and  supplement  our  classroom  teaching.  Channel  2  this 
spring  begins  telecasting  in-school  programs.  We  must  take  every  reasonable 
opportunity  to  assess  the  value  of  the  project  with  an  eye  to  sharing  in  the  venture 
another  year. 

Education  does  not  thrive  in  close  confinement.  It  needs  space  to  breathe  in 
and  space  to  grow  in.  We  of  the  Committee  hope  that  Swampscott  will  not  go  the 
way  of  some  communities  where  schools  have  been  stunted  for  years  to  come  by 
narrow  vision  and  still  narrower  plans.

To  the  Swampscott  School  Committee, 
Mrs.  White  and  Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  1957. 

The  year  1957  highlighted  progress  and,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  frustration. 
Though  program  development  moved  ahead  and  new  honors  came  to  our  schools, 
enrollments  mounted  and  building  stood  still.  Let  me  review  first  of  all  areas  of 
chief  satisfaction. 

Curriculum  Comes  in  for  New  Study: 

Four  teacher  groups  came  to  grips  with  problems  affecting  directly  the  learning 
experiences  of  Swampscott  pupils. 

On  perhaps  the  largest  scale,  our  High  School  faculty  organized  itself  into  a 
workshop  for  12-week  scrutiny  of  pupil  reading  habits  and  related  study  practices. 
Guided  by  a  professional  consultant,  they  appraised  reading  materials  available  in 
homes,  classrooms  and  libraries  and  charted  follow-up  activities  to  bring  these 
materials,  many  of  them  rich  ones,  into  fullest  possible  use. 

A  committee  of  elementary  teachers  was  appointed  in  February  to  work  from 
another  approach.  For  several  years  Swampscott  schools  have  used  the  Rinehart 
system  of  handwriting  through  elementary  and  junior  high  grades.  We  decided  early 
in  1957  to  evaluate  the  success  of  this  program,  which  is  under  supervision  of  people 
from  the  Rinehart  agency.  Work  of  the  present  committee,  still  in  progress  and  to 
continue  for  at  least  a  portion  of  1958,  indicates  that,  with  some  modifications 
needed,  the  Rinehart  system  is  producing  desired  results. 

Report  cards,  (never  satisfactory  to  all,  always  misunderstood  by  many,  and 
ever  controversial)  worry  teachers  as  well  as  parents  and  pupils.  The  present 
elementary  cards  have  been  with  us  since  1954,  and  it  seems  appropriate  now  to 
examine  their  success.  A  committee  whose  final  report  is  to  be  made  in  June  of  1958 
has  surveyed  by  questionnaire  the  reaction  of  elementary  school  teachers  to  the  cards 
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and,  once  having  screened  out  the  results,  will  undoubtedly  recommend  modifications. 
One  important  finding  it  has  already  been  able  to  report.  After  a  thorough  compara- 
tive study,  the  Committee  turned  up  ample  evidence  that  there  is  no  validity  to 
comment  sometimes  made  that  marks  in  elementary  grades  correlate  poorly  with 
those  received  in  junior  high.  Correlation  is,  in  fact,  high;  marks  a  pupil  gets  in 
his  elementary  years  prove  an  accurate  gauge  of  what  he  may  expect  in  junior  high 
school. 

Three  years  ago  another  group  of  teachers  organized  themselves  into  a  com- 
mittee to  evaluate  our  elementary  science  work  and  conducted  a  two-year  study 
that  led  to  adoption  in  our  system  of  the  Allyn-Bacon  series.  Last  fall  a  consultant 
from  Allyn-Bacon  gave  live  demonstrations  in  the  teaching  of  science  to  teachers 
from  each  of  our  grade  levels.  Today  this  committee  is  launching  a  new  study. 
The  group  will  determine  what  science  is  being  taught  and  should  be  taught  on 
each  grade  level  and  hopes  to  make  available  to  elementary  teachers  themselves 
materials  and  procedures  that  will  contribute  to  their  maximum  effectiveness. 

As  we  look  ahead  to  1958,  we  see  several  curricular  areas  that  merit  considera- 
tion. Educational  television  is  one,  certainly.  This  spring  Channel  2  will  begin 
m-school  programs  for  elementary  grades,  with  individual  study  guides  geared  to 
specific  lessons  scheduled  and  announced  for  specific  days.  Though  we  have  made 
no  budgetary  provision  for  participation  in  1958,  we  shall  follow  the  progress  of 
the  program  closely.  It  is  likely  that  we  shall  find  it  sufficiently  valuable  to  make 
us  want  to  participate  in  1959. 

An  up-to-date  curriculum  depends  greatly  upon  modern  instructional  equip- 
ment. This  past  year  we  purchased  five  electric  typewriters  for  our  business 
department.  In  1958  we  expect  to  add  recordings  to  the  equipment  of  our  language 
department  that  will  enrich  the  conversational  portions  of  the  program. 

Professional  Activities  Cover  Wide  Range 

With  each  new  year  we  find  more  and  more  of  our  school  family  participating 
in  professional  organizations  on  both  regional  and  state  level.  These  undertakings 
we  have  encouraged  since  we  strongly  feel  that  they  have  direct  value  for  our 
schools  themselves. 

The  Swampscott  Teachers  Association  has  been  extremely  active.  At  the 
request  of  the  School  Committee,  they  made  a  thorough  study  of  merit  as  it  relates 
to  salary.  Representatives  visited  and  studied  Lexington,  Concord,  Lincoln  and 
Weston  and  other  towns  to  appraise  the  success  of  variant  forms  of  the  merit 
principle. 

Philip  A.  Jenkin  in  June  completed  his  second  year  as  chairman  of  the  Essex 
County  Teachers'  Association  Salary  Committee  and  more  recently  has  been  named 
to  the  Public  Relations  Committee  of  the  State  Association.  Your  Superintendent 
has  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  serving  on  a  committee  for  the  study  of  school  building 
problems  in  Woburn.  Several  other  staff  members  have  been  active  on  committees 
of  the  New  England  School  Development  Council,  The  Association  of  Childhood 
Education,  and  similar  groups.  Five  teachers  have  continued  graduate  studies  and 
won  their  Masters'  Degrees. 

We  have  also  encouraged  more  of  our  people  to  attend  and  contribute  to 
conferences  in  particular  fields  of  specialization  or  interest.  Mrs.  Beatrice  Hutchinson 
and  Miss  Alice  Durgin,  representing  the  Teachers'  Association,  attended  in  October 
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a  Leadership  conference  at  Great  Barrington.  Other  staff  members  have  attended 
conferences  on  reading,  high  school  science,  foreign  languages,  music,  and  English. 

Theodore  C.  Sargent,  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  has  been  elected  a 
director  of  the  National  School  Boards  Association.  William  Rothwell,  2nd,  and 
Principal  James  H.  Dunn  of  the  High  School  were  both  named  to  the  Massachusetts 
Interscholastic  Athletic  Council. 

Our  High  School  itself  was  chosen  as  a  testing  center  by  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board.  Pupils  from  Swampscott,  Marblehead  and  neighboring  com- 
munities will  take  Aptitude  and  Achievement  tests  there  this  winter  and  spring, 
under  supervision  of  Swampscott  High  School  teachers. 

Athletic  Program  Pays  Generous  Dividends 

It  would  be  easy  to  describe  the  success  of  our  athletic  program  soley  in  terms 
of  recent  team  victories.  Certainly  Swampscott  has  chalked  up  its  full  share  in  the 
past  year,  climaxed  by  its  first  undefeated  football  season  and  the  New  Year's  trip 
to  Miami  for  the  players  sponsored  by  a  grateful  community. 

Yet  behind  the  success  in  actual  competition  lies  an  up-from-the-roots  program 
which  over  a  five-year  period  has  nurtured  young  bodies  into  accomplished  athletes. 
During  this  period,  active  participation  has  tripled  and  Swampscott  schools  can 
now  offer  to  every  boy  and  girl  from  the  fifth  grade  up  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  a  variety  of  sports.  The  program  embraces  football,  field  hockey,  basketball,  ice 
hockey,  baseball,  track,  tennis,  badminton,  softball  —  even  modern  dance.  Girls  and 
boys  alike  receive  training  in  physical  skills  and  in  the  lessons  of  together-ness 
tnat  eventually  make  them  valuable  members  of  Swampscott  teams  in  healthy 
competition  with  other  schools. 

Record  of  College  Admissions  and  Scholarship  is  Impressive 

Graduates  of  Swampscott  High  School  received  degrees  with  honors  last 
June  from  Harvard,  Princeton,  Williams,  Bates  and  Vassar.  One  of  our  two  honor 
graduates  from  Harvard  won  a  Fulbright  Scholarship  entitling  him  to  a  year's 
graduate  study  at  the  University  of  Manchester  in  England;  the  other  has  gone 
on  to  a  graduate  year  at  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris. 

Members  of  the  High  School  class  of  1957  won  substantial  scholarships  at 
Harvard,  Tufts,  Brandeis,  Williams,  Springfield,  Regis  and  Emanuel. 

Funds  given  by  local  groups  for  scholarships  continue  to  mount.  Last  June 
the  High  School  was  recipient  of  a  $5,000  bequest  from  the  late  Harry  Cohen.  Other 
Swampscott  citizens  contributed  scholarships  totaling  $3700. 

Adults  Come  Back  to  School 

A  total  of  241  grown-ups  joined  evening  classes  in  the  first  year  of  our  new 
Adult  Education  Program.  In  October,  ten  separate  courses  began  in  homemaking, 
academic  and  secretarial  subjects. 

An  article  sponsored  at  the  March  Town  Meeting  by  the  Upper  Swampscott 
Improvement  Association  and  the  School  Committee  authorized  the  School  Depart- 
ment to  set  up  a  State-aided  practical  arts  and  homemaking  program.  Courses  in 
sewing,  knitting,  home  repair  and  decorated  ware  began  October  8  and  9.  With 
time  out  for  school  vacations,  these  meet  once  each  week  for  twenty  weeks. 

To  supplement  the  State-aided  program,  school  officials  enlisted  services  of 
University  Extension  to  launch  classes  in  French,  Current  Events,  English,  Basic 
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Electronics,  Typing  and  Shorthand.  The  week  of  October  21  these  began  two  terms 
of  eight  weeks  each. 

Cadet  and  Exchange  Teachers  Come  From  Near  and  Far 

Swampscott  schools  have  been  honored  as  one  of  eight  Massachusetts  communi- 
ties to  receive  a  foreign  exchange  student.  On  January  9,  1958,  Miss  Mamaroth 
Phengsy,  a  native  of  Laos,  will  arrive  to  spend  approximately  five  weeks  with  us, 
primarily  to  observe  as  many  phases  as  possible  of  American  public  education.  Most 
of  her  time  she  will  spend  as  a  visitor  in  our  elementary  schools,  giving  pupils 
'information  and  insight  into  customs  of  her  country.  Miss  Phengsy  will  also  attend 
meetings  of  community  groups  interested  in  what  she  can  tell  them  about  Laos. 

We  should  also  call  attention  to  the  significant  number  of  students  who  each 
year  spend  several  weeks  obtaining  supervised  experience  in  our  classrooms. 
In  1956-57  we  had  cadet  teachers  from  Boston  University,  Brandeis,  Tufts,  Salem 
Teachers  College  and  Perry  Kindergarten  School.  These  young  people  have  gained  ex- 
perience under  our  teachers  in  music,  science,  business,  art  and  elementary  education. 

Staff  Appointments  Remain  All-Important 

I  have  stated  before  on  many  occasions  that  recruitment  of  teachers  is  my  most 
important  single  responsibility.  In  not  a  few  areas,  shortage  of  teachers  is  acute 
and  qualified  candidates  are  scarce. 

Fourteen  teachers  are  new  with  us  this  year,  selected  after  more  than  one 
hundred  interviews  and  the  accompanying  machinery  of  correspondence  and 
scheduling.  Some  of  these  appointments  represent  negotiations  extending  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  school  year. 

Yet,  after  these  many  hours,  we  still  have  in  the  current  year  the  same  number 
of  staff  members  that  we  had  in  1955-56.  Increasing  enrollments  at  the  High  School 
necessitated  addition  of  two  teachers  there,  but  platooning  all  kindergartens  each 
under  a  single  teacher  resulted  in  a  net  reduction  of  two  elementary  teachers. 
Thus  our  total  staff  remains  at  125. 

Other  adjustments  resulted  from  one  retirement,  seven  resignations  and  four 
leaves  of  absence. 

Mrs.  Mary  Boyce,  a  teacher  in  the  Junior  High  School  since  1931,  retired  in 
June.  Resignations  were  received  from  Virginia  Earle,  Maurice  E.  Nolan,  Evelina 
Roney,  Victor  Sticklor,  Geralde  Sweeney,  Helen  Wessell  and  Georgette  Weddendorf . 
On  leave  for  the  present  school  year  are  Patricia  Sullivan,  Marilyn  Johnson,  Carolyn 
White  and  Stanley  Ellis. 

Members  of  the  school  family  were  saddened  when  Elizabeth  Kehoe,  matron 
at  the  High  School  for  twenty-one  years,  passed  away  in  October  after  a  short  illness. 

As  enrollment  in  our  schools  has  increased  and  as  our  program  has  expanded, 
so  too  have  grown  the  responsibilities  of  the  central  office.  The  School  Committee 
in  1957  created  the  new  position  of  administrative  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent 
and  in  July  named  Philip  A.  Jenkin  to  the  post.  No  better  choice  could  have  been 
made.  Mr.  Jenkin's  contributions  in  six  brief  months  have  been  many  indeed. 

Two  positions  were  left  unfilled  in  the  1957-58  school  year.  Both  of  them 
we  hope  to  find  the  right  people  for  by  next  September.  We  had  planned  to  add  a 
School  Adjustment  Counselor  to  our  staff  but,  in  spite  of  over  twenty-five  interviews 
with  candidates,  we  were  unable  to  secure  exactly  the  person  we  have  felt  the  post 
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requires.  The  position  of  Junior  High  art  teacher,  left  open  by  military  leave  of  the 
previous  incumbent,  we  are  confident  will  be  covered  again  in  the  fall. 

School  Building  at  an  Impasse 

Town  Meetings  in  February,  March,  October  and  December  reached  no  final 
action  on  the  proposed  new  high  school.  As  this  report  is  written,  settlement  awaits 
report  of  the  special  survey  committee  appointed  to  study  the  most  economical  and 
practical  solution  to  the  problem  of  inadequate  school  space.  We  can  only  hope 
that  it  will  recognize  and  give  chief  consideration  to  the  needs  of  our  schools  and 
have  courage  and  foresight  to  meet  them  adequately.  Meantime,  1150  secondary 
pupils  continue  on  an  abridged  program  with  sub-standing  housing  and  sub-standard 
facilities. 

Temporary  Adjustments  Have  Been  Managed 

A  "staggered  system"  now  operates  at  the  High  School.  Ninth  grade  pupils, 
numbering  approximately  200,  come  into  the  assembly  hall  at  8:30  and  there  divide 
into  homeroom  groups,  six  in  all,  each  in  charge  of  a  teacher.  This  arrangement 
allows  pupils  of  the  three  upper  classes  maximum  use  of  all  available  classrooms 
from  8:00  until  8:53,  at  which  time  the  freshmen  begin  their  first  regular  class  in 
a  day  that  extends  one  period  later  than  that  of  the  older  pupils.  Thus  we  have 
retained  for  this  year  a  full  program  and  exploited  to  the  full  our  limited  classroom 
space. 

Yet  crowding  has  been  costly.  It  has  meant  fewer  activities  for  all:  plays, 
student  council  and  class  meetings,  musical  programs,  assemblies  —  all  these  have 
suffered.  Tightly  packed  study  periods,  especially  in  the  cafeteria,  have  lost  us 
much  of  the  atmosphere  conducive  to  real  learning.  Further,  coping  with  problems 
of  classroom  and  corridor  congestion  has  taxed  heavily  administrative  time  and 
thought  that  should  be  concentrated  on  creative  educational  planning. 

The  stagger  system  has  given  us  a  reprieve  for  this  year.  Another  year  we 
shall  not  avoid  full  platooning,  with  a  program  for  200  ninth  graders  running  till 
nearly  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Maintenance  Problems  Are  Always  With  Us 

In  1956  we  had  cut  back  drastically  our  budget  for  maintenance  projects,  not 
because  the  projects  were  unnecessary,  but  because  it  seemed  wise  to  curtail  our 
budget  total.  So  in  1957  we  had  a  backlog  of  needed  jobs  and  were  successful  in 
completing  a  number  of  them.  We  hope  that,  by  the  end  of  1958,  we  shall  have 
departed  from  the  emergency  type  of  maintenance  programming  and  will  be  on 
our  way  to  a  long-range  program  of  preventive  maintenance  and  consistent  renovation. 

The  most  expensive  project  in  1957  was  the  installation  of  a  new  boiler  in 
the  High  School.  Two  of  our  old  boilers  were  over  45  years  old  and  had  been 
condemned  by  the  Inspector.  The  new  installation  is  now  complete  and  the  boiler 
is  operating  satisfactorily. 

At  the  Stanley  School,  we  painted  all  classrooms  in  the  old  portion  of  the 
building.  We  made  repairs  to  the  roof  of  the  old  building  and  corrected  some 
leaking  conditions  that  had  persisted  for  several  years.  Unfortunately  we  have  been 
less  successful  in  correcting  the  problems  associated  with  the  roof  on  the  new 
addition.  Ventilating  ducts  and  fans  were  installed  in  the  boiler  room  to  improve 
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the  operation  of  the  boiler  and  to  prevent  serious  over-heating  of  the  classroom 
over  the  boiler  room. 

We  finally  waterproofed  a  wall  of  the  Clarke  School  that  had  permitted 
water  penetration  during  heavy  storms  for  several  years.  All  exterior  woodwork 
was  also  given  one  coat  of  paint. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  period  new  fluorescent  lights  were  installed 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  Machon  School.  These  have  long  been  needed  since  the 
old  lights  were  completely  inadequate  for  classroom  purposes.  We  are  now  using 
rhe  area  as  a  classroom  for  five  hours  daily.  The  School  Committee  cooperated  with 
the  Machon  P.T.A.  in  financing  new  stage  curtains. 

The  Hadley  School  Building  Committee  was  inactive  throughout  1957  while 
awaiting  definite  solution  to  the  overall  building  problem.  In  this  building  we  are 
now  operating  a  minimum  maintenance  program,  facing  emergencies  as  they  arise, 
painting  only  those  areas  in  worst  condition.  We  are  trying  to  speed  up  the 
replacement  of  old  furniture. 

In  addition  to  the  new  boiler  at  the  High  School,  we  painted  the  exterior 
woodwork  on  half  the  building.  The  project  will  be  completed  in  1958.  Otherwise 
only  minor  work  was  done  on  this  building.  We  contemplate  much  more  extensive 
renovation  in  the  coming  year. 

Months  Immediately  Ahead  Are  Crucial 

We  shall  be  in  serious  trouble  if  we  cannot  meet  our  building  needs.  School 
standards,  and  hence  college  admissions  and  job  placements,  will  deteriorate.  The 
community,  too,  will  suffer.  Trite  though  it  may  be  to  state  it,  as  schools  decline 
so  a  Town  declines.  Business  levels  and  real  estate  values  demonstrate,  the  nation 
over,  acute  sensitivity  to  downward  pressure  of  neglected  schools. 

People  too  often  forget  that  our  conditions  of  inadequacy  affect  all  levels 
of  our  school  system  —  it  is  not  the  freshmen  alone  who  suffer.  For  far  too  many 
years  we  have  put  up  with  a  sub-standard  junior  high  school  that  offers  seriously 
restricted  educational  fare  in  a  setting  that  would  have  been  considered  unsatis- 
factory by  many  communities  a  quarter-century  ago. 

In  our  elementary  schools,  we  continue  to  use  every  available  facility  for 
classrooms  and  still  cannot  avoid  the  necessity  of  platoon.  At  the  present  time 
all  kindergartens  and  one  grade  at  the  Hadley  are  on  platoons.  Next  year  we  expect 
to  place  at  least  three  grades  on  platoon  in  the  Hadley.  For  some  of  these  youngsters, 
it  will  be  their  fourth  consecutive  year  on  double  shifts  —  not  since  they  enrolled 
in  kindergarten  have  they  known  what  it  is  not  to  share  a  room  with  another  group 
of  pupils. 

New  construction,  however,  is  not  our  only  need.  We  must  launch  a  thorough 
evaluation  study  of  our  entire  educational  program,  concentrating  the  critical  atten- 
tion of  outside  consultants  on  our  junior  high  and  high  school  in  1958.  We  should 
delay  no  longer  following  the  lead  of  sister  communities  in  appointing  a  State- 
authorized  School  Adjustment  Counselor,  to  work  between  home  and  school  with 
those  elementary  pupils  whose  problems  may  be  outside  the  province  of  classroom 
teachers.  And  we  should  postpone  no  longer  a  thorough-going  consideration  of 
special  courses  of  study  for  the  gifted  child.

LIBRARY  USE 

"The  moment  in  which  a  book  passes  into  the  hands  of  a  reader  is  the 
culmination  of  all  the  librarian's  efforts,  the  point  toward  which  all  his  activities 
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are  aimed.  If  this  event  takes  place  frequently  and  fruitfully,  the  library  may  be 
judged  to  be  successful."  Swampscott  Public  Library  can  report  its  most  successful 
year  since  109,349  volumes  were  borrowed  in  1957.  This  surpasses  by  6192  the 
peak  year  of  1939. 

Not  all  books  used  are  taken  home,  however.  "In  library  service  .  .  .  the 
recipient  initiates  a  request  for  a  certain  message  or  type  of  message  and  the 
librarian  must  then  find  somewhere  in  the  total  body  of  recorded  communication, 
the  particular  message  or  type  of  message  requested."  (People  who  saw  "Desk  Set" 
realize  that  this  is  not  yet  a  fully  automatic  performance!)  Though  no  count  is  kept, 
many  more  questions  have  been  asked  in  both  departments.  Teachers  stimulate  many 
inquiries  but  not  all,  as  this  random  listing  of  "answers  found"  on  a  few  busy  days 
shows : 

Name  and  address  of  Maine  Civil  Service  Commissioner. 

Information  on  makes  of  steam  irons  —  for  a  purchase. 

Salaries  paid  in  Forestry. 

Recent  novels  with  New  England  setting. 

Wording  for  a  resolution. 

Which  Chief  Justices  have  changed  within  the  past  year? 

Decoupage  —  examples,  etc. 

Existentialism  —  history,  explanations. 

What  is  Tole  Ware? 

Kind  of  Paintings  done  by  Thon. 

Is  "The  Third  Eye"  seen  in  an  English  edition  published  in  the  United 
States  ? 

We  attempt  to  schedule  an  assistant  who  gives  full  time  to  reference  work  on 
the  four  school  nights.  She  is  available  afternoons  also.  Successful  endeavor  in  this 
area  shows  how  stimulating  a  librarian's  work  is,  and  how  much  general  knowledge, 
plus  special  skill  in  handling  books  is  needed. 

AUDITORIUM 

The  Library  has  served  an  uncounted  number  of  people  who  have  come  to 
attend  meetings  held  in  the  auditorium.  Unattractive  though  it  is  in  its  unfinished 
state,  that  room  has  been  used  weekly  during  the  school  year  by  a  group  of  Boy 
Scouts;  this  fall  a  Brownie  troop  has  come  one  afternoon  a  week.  The  Public  Health 
nurse  found  it  convenient  for  a  6  sessions'  course  for  Expectant  Mothers.  Two  groups 
used  it  to  present  one  illustrated  lecture  each;  and  the  Lynn  Art  Association  is 
holding  its  winter  series  of  4  lecture-demonstrations  there.  All  these  add  up  to  50 
meetings  —  for  which  our  devoted  janitor,  Angelo  Losano,  has  moved  chairs  and 
borrowed  other  equipment  as  needed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  other  groups  would  like 
to  use  the  room  —  there  have  been  inquirers  —  if  it  were  finished  and  equipped. 
Now  that  the  need  has  been  demonstrated,  the  Trustees  have  taken  steps  toward 
completion  by  asking  the  advice  of  Chester  A.  Brown,  a  noted  architect,  who  gave 
his  time  to  it  as  a  public  service.  The  Finance  Committee  has  been  asked  for  a 
sum  of  money. 

EXHIBITS 

The  exhibits  in  the  cases  in  the  lobby  have  been  planned  to  acquaint  people 
with  library  resources,  or  to  correlate  books  with  topics  of  interest.  Townspeople 
have  been  generous  in  lending  objects  and  some  have  aided  in  arranging. 

WORK  WITH  COMMUNITY  GROUPS 

In  March  the  Library  was  host  to  a  one-day  Book  Fair,  inspired  by  Mrs.  John  H. 
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Hollis,  skillful  chairman  of  the  Woman's  Club  Literature  Committee,  with  the 
ample  cooperation  of  the  P.T.A.'s  and  St.  John's  Parents'  Association.  Unusual 
publicity  directed  by  Mrs.  Harold  Power  of  the  Woman's  Club  brought  an  almost 
overwhelming  attendance  which  necessitated  "repeat"  stories  and  an  overflow  series 
in  the  basement.  Marjory  Hall,  local  author,  generously  met  with  High  School  girls 
for  a  talk.  Lists  of  books  of  recent  years  dealing  with  schools  and  education, 
"reading  aloud"  titles,  and  a  typical  home  reference  library  were  distributed. 
Profits  from  the  books  sold  were  donated  to  the  Children's  Room  to  spend  for  things 
it  'would  not  otherwise  have  had'. 

Our  loyal  friends,  the  town's  numerous  garden  clubs,  continue  to  bring  the 
weekly  arrangements;  they  gave  $200  worth  of  trees  and  shrubs  for  the  outside 
landscaping,  which  were  put  in  place  by  the  Public  Works  Department.  Christmas 
decorations  were  again  planned  and  put  up  by  the  Cottage  Gardeners. 

GIFTS 

Gifts  from  individuals  were  many.  A  list  of  donors  of  books,  periodicals  and 
phonograph  records  is  posted  on  a  Bulletin  Board  in  the  main  Library. 

STAFF 

As  a  volunteer,  Miss  Patricia  Sales  told  stories  to  children  once  a  month  until 
school  closed.  Mrs.  Philip  Kitfield  has  held  a  reading  and  story-telling  hour  once 
monthly  throughout  the  year.  Mrs.  Martin  E.  Katzenstein  has  given  two  mornings  a 
week  since  October  for  "behind-the-scenes"  work,  doing  anything  that  was  most 
needed  at  the  moment  —  some  of  them  genuine  bibliographic  tasks. 

Help  from  such  well-qualified  people  has  been  particularly  appreciated  in  the 
vicissitudes  caused  by  resignations  and  the  re-filling  of  3  positions.  The  year  ends 
with  a  full  quota  of  promising  staff  members  and  indications  that  the  Library  will 
now  be  enabled  to  catch  up  on  the  arrears  mentioned  last  year,  which  had  been 
slightly  augmented. 

The  Librarian  is  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Notable  Books  Council  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  Massachusetts  Chairman  of  A.L.A.  membership  and 
chairman  of  the  Literature  Committee  of  the  Swampscott  Woman's  Club.

The  Swampscott  Housing  Authority  submits  herewith  its  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

The  Authority  is  an  independent  Corporation  from  the  Town.  Four  members 
are  elected  while  the  fifth  member  is  appointed  by  the  State  Housing  Board  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  a  five  year  term  with 
staggered  expiration  dates  guaranteeing  a  majority  of  experienced  members  to  carry 
out  the  business  of  the  Authority  at  all  times.  All  vacancies  are  filled  by  vote  of  a 
joint  meeting  between  the  Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Officers  are  elected  annually  and  consist  of  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  Treasurer 
and  Assistant  Treasurer.  All  checks  and  withdrawals  against  the  accounts  of  the 
Authority  must  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  or  Vice  Chairman  and  the  Treasurer  or 
Assistant  Treasurer. 

The  Executive  Director,  Counsel  and  Insurance  Broker  of  Record,  are  all 
appointed  by  the  Authority.  It  also  employs  a  call  maintenance  man  on  an  hourly 
basis  and  he  is  paid  for  the  actual  hours  worked. 

In  September  the  Annual  Re-examination  of  family  income  was  completed  in 
accordance  with  approved  procedures.  The  average  monthly  rent  before  re-examina- 
tion $45.00  —  after  re-examination  $48.50. 

The  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1957 
amounted  to  $10,150.00  which  represents  2l/2%  of  $406,000.00  bond  issue  or 
maximum  that  can  be  obtained  for  debt  requirements  and  the  operation  of  the 
Project.  The  existing  Debt  Service  Schedule  require  that  all  bonds  be  retired  by 
1991.  The  National  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston  is  the  fiscal  agent  for  this  transaction. 

The  average  monthly  rent  for  the  Project  amounted  to  $46.00  for  the  year. 
The  minimum  average  monthly  rental  established  by  the  State  Housing  Board 
cannot  fall  below  $34.50  in  order  to  have  a  successful  operation. 

During  the  year  Eugene  S.  Moreau  resigned.  Gerald  H.  Pashby  was  appointed 
at  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  Mr.  Moreau's  unexpired  term 
until  the  1958  Annual  Town  Election.  Mr.  Pashby  resigned.  Leonard  H.  Bates,  Jr. 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  until  the  1958  Annual  Election. 

The  Authority  extends  its  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  the  foregoing  indivi- 
duals for  their  efforts  and  interest  in  the  local  veterans  housing  program. 

A  total  of  $1893.85  was  paid  to  the  Town  of  Swampscott  during  the  year, 
$1,296.00  representing  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  $597.85  for  water  bills. 

The  36  underground  garbage  receptacles  were  replaced  with  cement  lined' 
receivers  and  36  drip  lines  were  installed  to  the  tankless  hot  water  safety  valves  as 
a  safety  precaution. 

The  contract  to  clean  and  service  the  36  oil  burner  units  was  awarded  to  the 
Geo.  E.  Warren  Heating  Corp.,  Lynn,  Mass. 
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In  December  the  contract  for  furnishing  and  installing  36  steel  combination 
storm  and  screen  doors  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Daviid  Donovan,  Boston, 
Mass.  in  the  amount  of  $1,758.00.  The  steel  doors  became  a  necessity  as  the  existing 
conventional  wooden  storm  and  screen  doors  were  becoming  expensive  to  replace 
and  maintain. 

The  apartments  were  originally  occupied  in  July,  1950,  and  as  the  buildings 
age  more  maintenance  and  replacements  will  be  required  which  will  reflect  in 
higher  maintenance  costs.  However,  in  order  to  offset  this  condition  a  program  of 
preventive  maintenance  is  continually  followed  by  the  Authority  to  correct  problems 
before  they  become  major  and  expensive  to  repair. 

Since  the  initial  occupancy  the  Authority  has  enjoyed  a  100%  rent  collection 
record  which  reflects  the  degree  of  management  being  conducted  by  the  Authority 
at  all  times. 

The  Swampscott  Project  consists  of  9  multiple  buildings,  4  apartments  in  each 
for  a  total  of  36  apartments.  There  are  20  4-room  and  16  5 -room  apartments.  There 
are  36  individual  cellars  and  heating  units.  Each  apartment  is  equipped  with  an 
electric  range  and  refrigerator,  and  has  its  own  front,  rear  and  bulkhead  door,  it  has 
its  own  garbage  receptacle  and  clothes  drying  area.  The  tenant  supplies  its  own 
fuel  and  electricity.  The  Authority  furnishes  the  servicing  of  the  oil  burner  units 
and  water. 

The  following  insurance  policies  are  carried  by  the  Authority  for  its  protection: 
Fire,  Public  Liability,  Position  and  Bond,  Workmens  Compensation,  Non-Ownership 
Auto  and  Fire  and  Theft  on  Office  Furniture. 

Periodic  inspection  of  grounds  and  apartments  are  made  by  the  Members  of 
the  Authority  and  its  representatives. 

The  advisability  of  converting  the  existing  36  oil  burner  units  to  gas  was  ruled 
out  by  both  the  Authority  and  the  State  Housing  Board  for  the  reason  that  the 
gas  heating  costs  would  be  excessive  with  the  existing  steam  heating  system. 

The  Authority  is  reluctant  to  replace  the  existing  heating  units  and  will  not 
io  so  until  it  can  justify  this  major  expense.  The  determining  factor  will  be  the 
/early  maintenance  costs. 

Painting  of  the  exterior  of  the  buildings  as  well  as  extensive  repairs  to  grounds 
ire  the  major  projects  planned  for  1958. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  to  authorize  the  Authority  to  erect  a  new 
Housing  Project  for  Elderly  Persons,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  667 
?f  1954.  However,  after  the  vote  was  taken  the  Bond  Counsel  ruled  that  the  vote 
taken  by  Town  of  Swampscott,  and  other  communities  was  illegal  because  of  some 
imall  technicality.  Thru  the  efforts  of  the  State  Housing  Board  the  State  Legislature 
idopted  appropriate  legislation  correcting  this  condition. 

The  need  for  such  a  Housing  Project  has  been  established  in  the  Town  and 
entative  approval  has  been  received  from  the  State  to  erect  same  providing  a  suitable 
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site  is  available.  The  scarcity  of  land  in  the  Town  has  been  a  problem  and  an 
approved  site  has  not  been  selected  to  date.  It  is  hoped  that  all  preliminary  work 
will  be  completed  and  work  started  on  this  very  worthy  project  by  spring. 

Eligibility  Requirements  for  this  housing  program  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  person  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over  (single  individuals  living  alone 
or  couples  are  eligible.) 

2.  A  person  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  (except  an  alien  who  has 
served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  and  who  has  been  honorably  dis- 
charged and  provided  application  has  been  made  for  citizenship  and  aliens  eligible 
to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance.) 

3.  A  person  must  be  of  low  income.  In  general  the  annual  income  of  a  single 
individual  not  to  exceed  $2,500.00,  and  the  annual  income  of  a  couple  not  to 
exceed  $3,000.00. 

4.  A  person  must  be  in  need  of  good  housing. 

Dwellings  are  planned  for  single  and  double  occupancy.  Dwellings  for  two 
persons  may  be  occupied  by  the  following  combinations: 

a.  a  married  couple 

b.  two  men  or  two  women 

c.  a  brother  and  sister 

d.  in  some  instances,  an  elderly  tenant  (65  years  or  over)  and  a  non- 
elderly  person  provided  that  person  is  necessary  for  the  physical  well  being  of  the 
elderly  person  and  is  of  low  income.
